The inventions of claims 1-4, 10 do not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
the technologies described in document 1 (paragraphs 0007-0013, Figs. 1, 4) and 
document 2 (paragraphs 0007-0023, Figs. 1-10) cited in the ISR. In an education 
system described in document 1 , managing a learning history information file for 
each user according to user specific data would be easy for a person skilled in the art. 

The inventions of claims 5-7, 11-13, 16-18 are neither described in any of the 
documents nor obvious to a person skilled in the art. 

The inventions of claims 8, 14, 19 do not appear to involve an inventive step based 
on documents 1, 2 and 3. In the education system described in document 1, 
constituting to distribute supply information at the specified date and time using a 
date and time specification table, and in such case, constituting to transmit a leaning 
result (correct/incorrect, etc.) would be easy for a person skilled in the art. 

The inventions of claims 9, 15, 20 do not appear to involve an inventive step based 
on documents 1 , 2 and 4. In the education system described in document 1 , in 
addition to a terminal apparatus for a user, constituting to provide with a teacher-side 
computer (a terminal apparatus for an administrator) would be easy for a person 
skilled in the art. 
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
